No, 6-5 8193-PE.II.—The question of examining the conditions of service 
and emoluments and olhef facilities available to the Extra-Departmental Agents 
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has been uader the consideration of the Government of India for some time. The 
Government has now decided to set up a One-man Committee for the purpose 

2. Justice Charanjit Talwar, Retired Judge of Delhi High Court will consti¬ 
tute the Committee. 

3. The Committee will go into the service conditions of Extra-Departmen¬ 
tal Agents and suggest changes as considered necessary. The terms of refe¬ 
rence of the Committee will, intcr-alia, include the following :— 

(a) To examine the system of Extra-Departmental Agency, the con¬ 
ditions of employment, the wage smicture of the agents and re¬ 
commend' suitable changes considered necessary. 

(b) To examine the reasonableness of introducing a Social Security 
Scheme for providing P, F. and retirement benefits for employees 
engaged on Agency basis. 

(c) To examine and suggest any changes in the method of recruitment, 
the minimum qualifications for appointment, and conduct and dis¬ 
ciplinary rules, and 

(d) To review facilities provided for 'he public at different classes of 
Extra Departmental post Offices. 

4. The Committee will function for a period of one year extendable at the 
discretion of the Government. 

5. The Chairman of the Committee will be assisted by a Seniof Adminis¬ 
trative Grade Officer of the Department, who will act as Secretary to the EI> 
Committee. Adequate staff support will be provided to the Committee by 
the Department of Post. The Committee will keep the Vth Cenfral Pay Com¬ 
mission informed of the progress of its work from time to time. 

6. The Committee will devise its own procedure and may call for such 
information and take such evidence, as considered necessary. 

7. The headquarters of the Committee will be at New Delhi.
